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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  the  annijal  report  concerning  I962  which  should  he 
read  along  with  the  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  Jo  ^/o  A.  Brewster,  which  you  have  already  received.  Mr. 
Brewster  and  his  staff  maintain  a conscientious  supervision  over 
the  District  and  hy  quiet  determination  are  achieving  co-operation 
from  those  on  whom  pressure  must  he  put  to  improve  defects  in 
local  living  conditions,  in  the  handling  of  food,  in  the  disposal 
of  waste  and  in  the  general  environment  of  the  community.  In  the 
field  of  public  health  our  work  of  necessity  involves  joint 
action  with  other  officers  and  departments  and  I wish  to  express 
appreciation  of  the  lead  given  to  such  co-operation  hy  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council  and  also  to  tlmnk  the  Council  for  the  attention 
given  to  my  advice . 

Sewerage 


The  Council  is  now  able  to  see  the  fruition  of  schemes  of 
improvement  in  essential  services  which  a decade  ago  were  pious 
hopes  or  frightening  capital  projects.  As  such  projects  as  the 
sev/erage  of  Sturry  and  Fordwich,  Blean,  Hackington,  Thanington, 
Upstreet  and  Adisham  have  become  realities,  the  justification  for 
a bold  rationalisation  of  the  several  arrangements  in  Chartham 
into  one  system  becomes  the  greater.  We  see  the  growth  of  some 
villages  into  rural  communities  and  the  slow  shrinkage  of  others 
into  hamlets  and  the  planned  control  of  development  in  the  pa,st 
decade  and  in  the  next  will  result  in  close  knit  village  popula- 
tions in  Chartham,  Sturry,  Littlebonrne , Bridge  and  Barham  with 
Blean  trying  to  emiilate  them  and  with  Tyler  Hill  about  to  come 
under  the  influence  of  the  University  development. 

You  have  already  envisaged  a major  sewerage  project  for  the 
villages  along  the  Nailbourne  Valley  and  this  so  matches  the 
village  development  that  it  will  bring  hygienic  and  amenity 
benefits  to  a significant  proportion  of  the  population  not  yet 
served  by  public  sewers  . 

Population 


The  population  of  the  District  during  the  last  10  years  has 
fallen  and  recovered.  In  1952  it  v^as  19,520,  in  1957  it  was 
19,080  and  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  for  I962  was 
20,200.  The  Census  figures  have  been  awaited  and  the  detail  is 
as  follows  and  applies  to  mid  I96I,  but  the  break  down  into  age 
groups  is  of  particular  interest.

The  drop  in  population  of  Chartham  is  related  to  the 
hospital  population. 

These  figures  show  the  outstanding  growth  of  Sturry, 
Littlehoiome  and  Harhledown,  hut  even  in  the  short  time  since 
the  Census  further  growth  has  occurred  in  Bartham,  Bridge  and 
Littlehoume,  which  justifies  the  Registrar  General's  estimate 
of  an  increase  in  population  to  20,000. 

Special  Housing 

The  Council's  development  of  the  Old  Persons'  Assisted  Unit, 
Franklyn  House,  was  a project  which  has  caused  much  interest  and 
has  received  well  deserved  praise.  The  revival  of  the  Village  of 
Sturry  is  good  to  see . A certain  amount  of  help  was  given  in  the 
investigation  of  cases  for  selection  of  tenants,  and  the  Council's 
boldness  in  accepting  risks  in  the  selection  has  been  rewarded 
by  the  improvements  that  it  made  to  such  hospital  fringe  cases . 

It  is  clear  that  the  problems  of  the  elderly  are  with  us 
for  several  decades.  It  is  estimated  that  the  numerical  strength 
of  the  75+  age  group  will  increase  by  15‘^c>  in  ten  years , and 
looking  at  the  age  distribution  of  our  present  population  in  the 
District  there  is  a crest  in  the  45  - 60  age  range  which  will 
move  into  the  problem  years  in  10  - I5  years  time. 

Section  47 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  no  Section  47  National  Assistance 
Act  cases  during  I962  but  two  cases  were  imder  periodic  observa- 
tion to  ensure  that  conditions  were  not  deteriorating. 

Swimming  Pools 

The  development  of  learner  swimming  pools  at  schools 
required  advice  to  be  given  on  general  arrangements  and 
chlorination,  and  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  subsequently

kept  a watch  on  conditions  hy  water  sampling.  There  are  to  date 
three  such  pools  in  Education  Authority  Schools  and  hjyo  pools  in 
private  schools  . 

Noise 


Noise  nuisance  can  give  rise  to  problems  in  a rural  district 
just  as  much  as  in  a town.  Developments  in  bird  scaring  have 
produced  a system  for  transmitting  the  terror  calls  of  various 
species  of  birds  by  loud  speakers  tactically  located  throughout 
the  soft  fruit  and  cherry  orchards . Their  success  depends  on  use 
at  the  feeding  time  of  the  marauders,  which  is  unfortunately  the 
sleeping  time  of  most  of  the  community,  and  where  habitation 
abuts  on  the  orchards  complaints  arise.  The  surprising  finding 
is  that  they  are  so  few,  for  h-uman  sensibility  is  capable  of 
sensing  the  terror  in  a bird’s  cry.  It  may  be  that  this  same 
sensibility  appreciates  that  no  bird  is  maimed  by  the  system  and 
that  hiiman  guile  is  beating  the  bird  by  its  own  self  protection 
and  saving  the  fruits  for  man.  The  dry  mouth  of  fear  is  wetted 
by  the  salivation  of  anticipation  and  we  turn  over  in  bed  to  face 
the  other  \?ay. 

We  investigated  a complaint  of  noise  nuisance  from  the  use 
in  the  open  of  a circular  saw  and  chain  saw.  As  the  use  was 
occasional  and  intermittent  a number  of  visits  were  required 
to  observe  the  plant  in  use,  and  it  was  finally  decided  that  no 
action  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  v/as  justified. 

Watercress 


Your  staff  assisted  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  in 
their  research  on  Watercress , and  were  accorded  the  greatest  of 
help  from  local  growers,  in  sampling.  The  ¥/orking  Phrty  will 
continue  its  studies  for  some  time  yet  before  reporting  on  this 
palatable  subject. 

Water  and  Fluoride 


On  public  water  supplies  there  Y;ere  no  mains  extensions, 
but  attention  was  given  to  a proposal  for  Chartham  Hatch.  All 
samples  of  mains  supply  were  reported  satisfactory  bacteriol- 
ogically.  The  fluoride  level  of  the  mains  supply  coming  from 
deep  chalk  is  approximately  one  twentieth  of  one  part  per 
million.  Private  well  supplies  in  the  area  show  higher  levels 
and  one  is  known  to  have  just  short  of  three  parts  per  million 
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Water  and  Fluoride  (Contd) 


There  appears,  therefore,  to  he  an  underground  fluoride  soircce 
varying  in  its  concentration  according  to  locality.  The  Herne 
Bay  soircce  at  Ford  provides  one  part  per  million  fluoride  natural 
content . 

Vital  Statistics 


I novr  direct  your  attention  to  matters  concerned  with  life  and 
death  and  disease  . 

The  vital  statistics  for  I962  show  a hirth  rate  of  15*1  per 
1,000  population  corrected  for  comparison  with  the  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  (I8')  to  18*9  ■> 

The  death  rate  (uncorrected)  of  l6»9  1,000  population 

is  adjusted  for  local  circumstances  to  9°5j  more  favourably 
comparable  with  that  of  11  °9  for  England  and  Wales. 

Our  illegitimate  birth  rate  is  4°9fo  of  the  total  and  not 
out  of  the  ordinary. 

The  causes  of  death  have  been  tabulated  to  give  a ten  year 
interval  comparison,  and  the  comparison  of  deaths  from  cancer  of 
the  lung  and  bronchus  clearly  shows  the  rising  incidence  of  this 
disease.  Taken  with  the  less  dramatic  increase  in  deaths  from 
bronchitis,  both  groups  having  a connection  with  cigarette 
smoking,  the  lesson  now  generally  accepted,  is  clear  enough. 

Disease 


In  infectious  diseases  it  was  a quiet  year.  In  the  early 
months  we  experienced  the  tail-end  (76  cases)  of  the  measles 
epidemic  of  I96I.  The  one  case  of  acute  paralytic  poliomyelitis 
was  an  isolated  case  and  an  unprotected  individual , Fortunately 
the  contacts  ha,d  received  protection  and  the  case's  movements 
had  been  very  limited  during  the  incubation  period. 

There  were  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  limited  to  close  households  (4  cases)  and  one  case  of 
Flexner  dysentery  in  a gypsy  family  in  Autumn, 

Smallpox 

It  is  a grave  mistake  for  the  community  to  imagine  that  they 
are  free  from  risk  of  such  diseases  as  smallpox.  Although 
smallpox  is  no  longer  endemic  in  this  country,  it  can  be  readily 
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Smallpox  (Contd) 


transmitted  “by  air  or  sea,  and  especially  by  air,  into  oiir  very 
midst o The  experience  of  the  recent  smallpox  outbreaks  in  this 
country  should  not  be  forgotten.  Public  Health  departments 
receive  repeated  reminders  of  the  risk  when  asked  to  visit  a 
contact  of  smallpox  under  international  surveillance  proceedure. 
These  precautions  are  applied  to  known  contacts.  But  there  is 
always  the  risk  from  the  person  who  falsifies  documents  or  comes 
in  by  the  back  door.  The  ideal  age  for  primary  smallpox 
vaccination  is  at  one  year.  The  benefit,  in  addition  to  the 
immediate  protection,  is  the  life  long  one  of  having  been 
vaccinated  and  of  only  requiring  re-vaccination  in  adult  life 
when  going  abroad,  or  in  the  event  of  contact.  Primary 
vaccination  in  addult  life  is  quite  a harsh  experience. 


Burial 


An  musml  duty  in  which  I and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
were  involved  was  to  attend  at  the  exhumation  of  German  war 
casualties  buried  in  the  cemeteries  throughout  the  District. 

This  was  done  by  the  special  working  party  from  the  German  V/ar 
Graves  Commission  with  care  and  propriety,  behind  screens  and 
with  the  liming  of  disturbed  surfaces.  The  remains  after 
examination  to  assist  confirmation  of  identity  were  removed  in 
special  plastic  coffers  for  reburial  in  a Yfer  Cemetery  in  Surrey. 

On  that  sombre  note  I invite  you  to  scan  the  following 
statistics  and  read  again  I'lr.  Brewster’s  report  of  work  done  by 
his  staff.

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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  and  the  work  carried  out 
by  the  Department  in  19^2 . 

The  year  as  a whole  has  been  one  of  steady  progress, 
especially  in  the  field  of  housing  and  reorganisation  in  the 
scavenging  section  following  the  sewering  of  certain  villages  and 
increased  rise  in  development.  The  back  of  the  slum  clearance 
programme  is  rapidly  being  broken  and  now  our  thou^ts  must  be 
turned  to  preventing  the  borderline  property  (Category  5)  from 
becoming  classified  as  unfit. 

There  have  been  no  staff  changes  during  the  year  with 
the  resiolt  that  the  clerical  members  now  have  a much  better 
understanding  of  the  Department's  work  and  can  give  a better  service 
to  the  public.  I would  like  to  thank  them,  my  assistant  and  the 
members  and  officers  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance  and 
support .

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HOUSING 


Progress  has  been  steady,  if  not  spectacular,  and  again  this 
has  only  been  possible  throu^  the  rehousing  of  families  living 
in  unfit  property.  I appreciate  that  a number  of families 
rehoused  were  not  on  the  waiting  list  nor  were  they  particularly 
keen  on  having  to  move , but  on  the  other  hand  a large  number  of 
persons  living  in  unfit  property  were  elderly  and  had  no  claim 
for  rehousing  except  for  the  assisted  accommodation.  These  persons 
are  now  enjoying  comfortable  living  standards. 

During  the  year  25  properties  were  condemned.  IVIany  of  these 
will  no  doubt  be  improved  and  repaired  and  so  brou^t  back  into 
use.  Although  there  was  a reasonably  high  figure  of  \mfit 
properties  in  the  survey  not  many  will  disappear  and  those  that 
do  will  be  replaced.  I am  setting  out  below  the  niimber  of  unfit 
properties  noted  during  the  I96O  Housing  Survey  and  the  number  still 
requiring  action.

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HOUSING  (Contd) 

Deducting  the  work  now  in  progress  we  are  left  v/ith  59  properties, 
a fair  proportion  of  which  are  owner/occupied.  From  my  knowledge  of  the 
properties  and  owners  I am  confident  that  further  progress  will  he  made 
without  resorting  to  drastic  legal  action.  The  provision  of 
accommodation  at  Pethara  will  also  he  of  great  assistance. 

Considerable  inroads  have  also  been  made  into  the  4IO  Category  3 
properties.  The  provision  of  main  drainage  automatically  lifts  these 
properties  into  Category  2 or  even  Category  1 and  it  has  been 
noticed  that  many  owners  are  prepared  to  go  further  than  a pail  closet 
conversion  scheme  when  a sewer  is  available.  The  properties  are  to 
be  re-inspected  during  19^3  and  the  necessary  action  taken  wherever 
possible . 

Improvement  Grants 

There  has  been  a falling  away  in  the  number  of  applications 
received,  70  compared  to  JQ  last  year.  Standard  Grant  applications 
also  fell  from  9 io  7-  The  total  discretionary  grant  money  amounted 
to  approximately  £16,700,  an  average  of  £26l  per  property. 

The  present  Government  are  not  prepared  to  make  the  Grant  standard 
one  that  will  apply  to  all  houses , instead  Local  Authorities  were 
asked  to  publicise  grants  during  the  year.  In  this  connection  the 
City  and  County  Borough  of  Canterbury  ran  an  interesting  exhibition 
which  was  visited  by  residents  from  our  area.  On  o\ir  part  a leaflet 
was  sent  out  with  the  rate  demands  and  the  attention  of  Category  3 
property  owners  is  also  being  dravm  to  the  assistance  available. 

For  two  or  three  weeks  the  department  was  inundated  with  enquiries, 
mostly  abortive,  as  the  works  had  either  been  carried  out  or  were 
not  eligible.  I feel  that  further  publicity  is  a waste  of  time  and 
money  as  the  subject  has  been  v/idely  aired  through  the  various  mediums 
of  press,  radio,  etc. 

Of  the  applications  received  during  the  year,  agricultural 
cottages  accounted  for  30^^°,  owner/occupied  property  34^°  and  tenanted 
property  36^0.  It  is  pleasing  to  notice  the  rise  in  the  tenanted 
property. 

During  the  year  it  v;as  decided  not  to  make  a charge  for  the 
examination  of  title.  It  v/as  also  agreed  that  the  applicant  should 
give  an  undertaking  to  complete  the  works  within  a period  of  12 
months.  The  latter  decision  should  be  of  great  assistance  in  many 
cases.  I am  still  dealing  with  two  applications  approved  in  November 
1959  3-nd  January  I96O,  where  work  has  been  going  on  piecemeal  for 
over  two  years  . Fortunately  the  properties  are  situated  on  regularly 
used  routes,  other;:ise  supervision  could  have  been  expensive  in 
travelling  and  time. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

One  hundred  and  ten  routine  calls  were  made  during  the  year. 
Several  major  improvems nts have  been  carried  out  to  Licensed  Premises 
with  the  result  that  very  few  now  fall  short  of  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations.  As  the  Regulations  came  out  in  1955  progress  has  been 
slow  but  nevertheless  steady.  With  the  control  in  so  few  hands  it 
is  understandable  that  a firm  of  Brewers  can  only  undertake  certain 
work  during  the  year.  Also  in  this  area  v/ere  a number  of  houses 
where  the  leases  were  due  to  expire  in  a year  or  so  after  hie  coming 
into  force  of  the  Regulations,  here  again  one  could  not  expect 
overnight  transformation  as  their  future  v/as  in  the  balance. 

A fev/  complaints  regarding  unsound  food  or  food  not  of  the 
nature,  substance  or  quality  demanded  were  received  in  the  Department. 
It  was  only  necessary  to  refer  one  complaint  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  that  concerning  the  discovery  of  a washer  in  biscuits. 

It  was  decided  to  send  warning  letters  to  the  maniifacturers  and 
shop  concerned. 

Sampling  of  milk  has  continued  shov/ing  satisfactory  results. 

Ho  ice  cream  sampling  was  carried  out  mainly  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  the  product  sold  in  this  area  from  shops  is  prepacked  and 
manufactured  by  the  larger  firms  who  are  covered  by  sampling  in 
other  areas . 


The  Department  nas  collaborated  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Maidstone  in  their  investigations  into  the  growing  of  Vfetercress . 

In  the  beginning  samples  of  cress  and  the  water  in  which  it  was 
grown  Tirere  submitted  weekly  for  examination. 

Latterly  the  Laboratory  has  found  that  the  sampling  of  the  cress 
was  not  important  and  attention  has  been  turned  to  the  water  in  the 
beds.  No  definite  conclusions  have  been  reached  so  far  and  sampling 
will  no  doubt  continue  in  1965* 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

In  mj  report  for  the  year  I96I  I listed  the  number  of  properties 
without  a mains  supply,  i.e.  118.  With  further  Housing  Act  action 
this  figure  has  been  reduced  to  92  of  which  I5  await  condemnation  or 
There  is  little  likelihood  of  the  remiaining  77  properties 
(I4/0  of  the  properties  in  the  district)  ever  having  a mains  supply 
with  the  possible  exception  of  Mystole,  Charthara  which  was  the  subject 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  (Contd) 

of  a recent  report  and  much  press  publicity.  In  the  main  the  properties 
without  a mains  supply  have  their  own  reliable  source,  so  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  there  is  no  water  supply  problem  in  this  area. 

Under  this  heading  a few  words  about  Sv/iirmiing  Pools.  In  the  past 
year  or  so  a portable  pool  that  can  be  erected  on  a level  surface  has 
appeared  on  the  market.  The  ease  of  erection  and  cheapness  has 
attracted  the  attention  of  many  schools.  The  first  pool  of  this  type 
has  been  erected  at  Sturry,  others  are  expected  at  Chartham  and  Blean. 

In  all  cases  regular  water  samples  are  and  will  be  taken.  These  are 
in  addition  to  those  taken  from  the  traditional  pools  at  Kent  College 
and  Vernon  Holme . 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


With  the  completion  of  sewerage  schemes  drainage  problems 
virtually  cease  to  exist  in  these  areas.  During  the  year  under  review 
Sturry  and  Pordwich,  Hackington,  Blean  (Giles  Lane)  and  Upstreet 
schemes  have  been  completed.  Work  is  well  advanced  on  Thanington, 
Adisham  and  Blean  (Chapel  Lane) . As  I have  already  mentioned  these 
schemes  not  only  improve  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  drainage 
arrangements  but  give  many  owners  the  incentive  to  carry  out 
additional  improvements . 

Plans  are  now  being  drawn  up  for  the  sewering  of  Chartham  and 
villages  on  route  of  the  Nailbourne.  Such  proposals  are  rather 
inclined  to  bring  housing  improvements  to  a temporary  halt  in  the 
areas  affected  and  only  in  the  most  exceptional  cases  is  it  reason- 
able to  proceed  with  enforcement  action. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Cesspool  Emptying 

The  year  I962  saw  a drop  in  the  number  of  loads  of  sewage 
removed  from  cesspools,  probably  the  first  of  a number  of  years. 
Loads  removed  amounted  to  10,218,  a fall  of  over  1,300.  Althou^  it 
was  not  possible  to  take  a vehicle  off  the  road  it  is  pleasing  to 
report  that  overtime  v/orking  was  over  3OO  hours  less  than  the 
previous  year.  One  factor  for  there  not  being  a greater  saving  is 
referred  to  later  under  the  heading  of  "Disposal". 

For  many  years  v/e  have  run  five  machines  with  one  in  reserve. 

It  is  now  intended  to  dispose  of  the  reserve  machine . In  the  months 
ahead  I anticipate  that  the  fifth  vehicle  will  be  used  less  and  less 
and  finally  go  into  reserve. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSINq  (Contd) 

Cesspool  Emptying'  (Contd) 

Dxiring  the  year  the  Rural  District  Councils  Association 
circularised  Local  Authorities  to  ascertain  the  emptying  service 
that  was  available  in  each  district.  It  would  appear  that  this 
CoToncil  strike  a happy  medium  between  Local  Authorities  who  operate 
a six  weekly  service,  especially  in  respect  of  cesspools  taking  the 
drainage  of  more  than  one  property,  and  those  who  do  not  operate 
any  service  or  at  the  most  one  emptying  per  year. 

Pail  Emptying 

As  further  areas  are  sewered  the  work  of  pail  emptying  is 
reduced  necessitating  the  continual  reorganisation  of  rounds.  Only 
one  machine  is  eng^-ged  on  this  work  and  it  should  be  possible  in  the 
not  too  distant  futirre  to  send  this  vehicle  out  without  a mate  on 
one  or  tv;o  of  the  very  rural  routes  • Looking  ahead  to  the  early 
70's  a great  effort  will  have  to  be  made  to  convert  outlying  pail 
closets  to  W.C's  by  the  aid  of  Grants  or  other  means  as  the  collection 
of  pails  in  some  areas  on  completion  of  present  drainage  proposals 
will  be  very  uneconomical. 

Refuse  Collection 

It  has  already  been  reported  that  the  demands  for  this  service 
are  increasing,  in  fact  II4  extra  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  in 
1962  making  a total  of  5)015  loads  and  it  v/as  necessary  to  work 
overtime  in  this  respect  on  one  of  the  heavier  collecting  days . In 
the  past,  three  vehicles  have  undertaken  this  work  with  a fourth 
in  reserve,  called  into  action  when  necessary.  This  foiirth  vehicle 
is  now  having  to  be  employed  on  refuse  collection  for  the  best  part 
of  each  week  and  with  the  plans  already  approved  for  the  erection  of 
several  hundred  houses  it  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  carrying 
capacity  either  by  the  purchase  of  an  additional  10  cubic  yard  side 
loader  or  replacing  one  of  the  existing  machines  by  a compression 
type  vehicle  capable  of  holding  18  cubic  yards . I favoured  the  latter 
alternative  as  it  would  mean  a saving  in  manpower,  reduced  mileage 
and  a more  hygienic  collection  service.  Against  this,  of  course, 
has  to  be  placed  the  high  purchase  tad^tio-n  and  maintonance 
costs.  Delivery  of  the  nevir  vehicle  is  expected  early  in  the  next 
financial  year. 

Another  way  of  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  service  was  to 
revise  the  routing  of  vehicles,  an  action  Vi^hich  I must  admit  has 
been  long  overdue.  The  v/ork  involved  on  housing  surveys  and 
improvement  grants  has  prevented  this  being  carried  out  earlier. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  (Contd) 

Refuse  Collection  ( Contd) 

A full  report  on  the  changes  is  to  he  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  in  February  and  I do  not  propose  repeating  my  comments 
and  recommendations  here.  I hope  that  with  the  revised  routing  and 
the  purchase  of  larger  vehicles  that  this  service  v;ill  continue  to 
operate  with  three  to  four  machines  for  many  years. 

Earlier  in  the  year  a Rural  District  in  West  Kent  called  for 
information  on  the  refuse  collection  service  provided  by  Rural 
Districts  in  Kent.  A summary  of  replies  makes  interesting  reading 
and  for  your  infornetion  I have  extracted  the  most  important 
facts  and  figures  as  follows.  Most  Councils  operate  a kerb-side 
collection,  the  exceptions  are  the  larger  Authorities,  Dartford 
and  Sevenoaks  etc.,  who  collect  from  the  rear  and  Swale  who  operate 
a paper  sack  system.  Some  of  the  smaller  and  lesser  populated 
rural  areas  only  receive  a fortnightly  service.  Practically  all 
Authorities  pay  a bonus  scheme,  the  exceptions  are  ourselves  and 
immediate  nei^bours,  this  is  probably  due  to  the  absence  of  competi- 
tion in  the  labour  field  in  this  part  of  Kent.  Approximately  half 
of  the  Authorities  salvage  metals  and  rags.  I doubt  whether  the 
effort  is  worthv^hile  bearing  in  mind  the  high  sorting  costs.  In 
conclusion  it  is  satisfying  to  report  that  Bridge-Blean  receives 
the  second  highest  nett  revenue  from  salvage. 

Disposal 

In  the  scavenging  field  disposal  has  probably  been  the  biggest 
headache.  Our  tip  at  Gravel  Castle,  Barham,  was  completed  mid-way 
through  the  year  although  cesspool  contents  continue  to  be  discharged 
there  - this  has  resulted  in  numerous  complaints  from  residents  in 
the  area.  Fortunately  the  owner  of  Coldharbour  Farm  finally  agreed 
to  us  filling  in  a disused  chalk  hole  which  has  long  been  used  as 
a public  tip,  this  will  help  us  out  until  approximately  the  Autumn 
of  1963  when  we  can  move  to  a similar  type  of  tipping  ground  at 
Womens  YiTO  Id . 

The  southern  part  of  our  district  does  not  abound  with  disused 
gravel  v/orkings  and  of  course  large  areas  are  sterilised  by  the  two 
Water  Undertakings . It  may  be  necessary  to  have  to  obtain  land  by 
Compulsory  Purchase  pov»rers  as  the  informal  approach  to  many  land 
owners  during  the  year  were  met  by  blank  refusals  or  complaints 
from  nei^boiirs  . 

One  disturbing  feature  of  the  year  was  the  number  of  fires  at 
the  Chartham  tip.  These  fires  seemed  to  break  out  several  days 
after  tipping  and  on  days  when  the  weather  v^ras  far  from  siunmery. 
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PUBLIC  CLEAITSING  (Contd) 


Disposal  (Contd) 

Such  fires  irrust  have  caused  annoyance  to  residents  v/hen  the  ^ind  was 
in  the  wrong  direction  and  of  course  took  considerable  time  and 
labour  to  extinguish.  As  you  know  there  is  a great  danger,  if  fires 
are  not  controlled,  of  their  bijrning  through  and  under  the  tip 
making  it  dangerous  to  use  transport  on  the  tips  . The  cause  of  these 
fires  at  this  particular  tip  is  unkno¥/n  but  as  it  is  an  open  and 
free  tip  and  was  being  used  by  various  contractors  v/orking  in  the 
area  it  is  possible  that  their  employees  vrere  careless  in  their 
disposal  methods . 

As  for  the  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  we  were  denied  access 
to  the  Westbere  Sev/age  Works  for  the  whole  of  I962.  Sev;age  normally  dis- 
charged- at  this  point  had  to  be  transported  to  Canterbury  Sewage 
’Works  or  limited  amounts  to  FordvTich  Farm.  Not  only  did  this  result 
in  higher  transport  costs  and  loss  of  time,  but  made  it  necessary 
for  the  approval  of  a supplementary  estimate  in  respect  of  payments 
to  Canterbury  City  Council.  Earlier  in  the  year  there  was  also  a 
protest  from  V/altham  on  the  method  of  disposal  and  now  sewage  from 
Waltham  and  letham  has  to  be  transported  to  Canterbury. 

Oldridge  Wood  continued  to  be  overloaded  but  how  fortunate  we 
are  to  have  this  land  vYith  its  central  position  in  an  unpopulated 
area. 


The  whole  question  of  disposal  is  under  consideration  and  a 
report  has  already  been  made  to  the  January  Public  Health  Committee. 
F\irther  information,  however,  is  still  required  before  this  matter 
can  be  finally  resolved. 

General 

The  present  staff  complement  at  Bridge  Garage  is  24  (Foreman, 
Mechanic,  11  Drivers  and  11  Mates).  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  a vacancy  exists  for  one  mate  which  is  not  being  filled  for 
the  time  being  in  the  hope  that  relief  from  sewered  areas  will 
enable  this  cut  in  staff  to  be  permanent.  Althou^  no  machine  has 
been  taken  off  the  road  staff  has  gradually  been  reduced  as  well  as 
overtime  working.  Ten  years  ago  the  staff  numbered  31  plas  a 
Transport  Officer. 

We  have  not  experienced  too  much  difficulty  in  filling  staff 
vacancies , which  over  the  year  have  been  reasonably  small . The 
standard  of  employee  in  my  opinion  is  above  average  v^rhich  results 
in  a good  relationship  Y/ith  the  ratepayer.  Of  the  complaints 
received  the  majority  are  concerned  with  refuse  collection.  So 
many  residents  are  moving  into  the  area  from  urban  areas  v/here  they

General  (Contd) 

have  "been  used  to  a hack  door  collection  and  they  do  not  take  kindly 
to  having  to  place  their  bins  at  the  kerb  side  for  collection.  Back 
door  collections  are  made  in  certain  cases  cf  hardship  but  there  will 
always  be  difficulty  in  deciding  on  the  border  line  cases.  In  my 
opinion  improvements  in  this  service  are  overdue  and  I hope  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  introduce  these  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


A considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  given  to  this  matter 
especially  by  the  staff  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department 
as  in  all  cases  the  Planning  position  has  to  be  resolved  first. 

It  is  necessary  for  both  departments  to  collaborate  to  avoid 
imnccessary  duplication.  Assistance  has  been  given  in  the  survey 
of  the  district  for  the  unauthorised  stationing  of  caravans  and 
also  the  extent  of  the  gypsy  problem  follov/ing  the  Dartford  affair. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  l6  individual  and  9 
multiple  sites  v^ere  licensed.  The  largest  of  the  multiple  sites 
are  situated  as  under; -

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I96O,  contains 
wide  pov/ers  which  enable  Local  Authorities  to  require  a hi^ 
standard  of  layout  and  the  provision  of  reasonable  amenities  for 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  permanent  dwellers.  The  cost  of 
complying  with  these  conditions  is  hi^.  It  is  not  s;irprising5 
therefore,  to  find  that  only  one  of  the  above  residential  sites 
comes  anywhere  near  the  standard  as  envisaged  in  the  recent  booklet 
produced  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  This  site 
was  inspected  by  members  of  the  Council  during  the  year.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  resort  to  enforcement  action  in  many  other  cases 
although  the  Broad  Oak  site  appears  to  be  changing  hands  again. 


The  individual  caravan  does  not  present  many  problems  as  the 
main  services  are  usually  close  at  hand.  It  is  surprising  how  many 
people  permanently  living  in  caravans,  cannot  or  will  not  accept 
the  need  for  a hardstanding  and  a simple  form  of  drainage.  The  same 
people,  however,  if  purchasing  a house  would  take  these  matters  for 
granted . 
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HOISE  ABATEMENT 

Several  complaints  were  received  diiring  the  year  in  connection 
with  circular  saws,  oil  fired  furnaces,  motor  cycle  meetings  and 
college  music  practice.  These  complaints  necessitated  many  visits 
at  all  times,  including  evenings  and  Sundays.  Some  have  heen 
resolved,  others  are  still  being  investigated. 

I can't  help  feeling  that  in  many  instances  the  Act  is  just 
another  way  that  an  aggrieved  person  can  ventilate  his  feelings 
over  something  which  causes  annoyance  where  complaints  under 
planning  or  over  hi^  rateable  values  have  failed  in  the  past. 

Every  complaint,  however,  is  fully  investigated  and  where  necessary 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  also  assesses  the  position.  However 
the  more  one  studies  this  subject  the  more  one  realises  what  a 
science  it  is  becoming.  Expensive  and  elaborate  recording  and 
monitoring  equipment  cannot  differentiate  on  the  effect  the  noise 
is  having  on  different  persons. 


LITTER  ACT 

Despite  great  vigilance  by  myself  and  colleague  no  person  was 
cau^t  dumping  litter,  although  it  is  quite  obvious  that  the  practice 
is  rife.  I was,  however,  pleased  to  note  that  the  Police  successfully 
prosecuted  three  persons  for  dumping  litter  off  the  Broad  Oak  Road. 

In  order  to  bring  about  minor  improvements  the  Council's 
Refuse  Vehicles  have  cleared  odd  sites  when  time  and  laboiir  was 
available  and  the  charge  for  removing  part  loads  of  domestic  ref\ase 
was  also  reduced  to  5/-d . The  Council's  tips  are  also  open  day 
and  night,  a practice  that  will  continue  even  thou^  waste  materials 
are  continually  dumped  in  all  but  the  ri^t  places  making  tip 
control  a difficult  matter. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


Complaints  of  rat  and  mouse  infestations  are  still  the  main 
source  of  work  for  the  Rodent  Operator,  although  the  number  of 
complaints  dropped  by  50  bo  I56. 

As  in  other  years  attention  is  continuously  given  to  the 
Council's  tips  and  treatments  carried  out  whenever  necessary.  The 
large  number  of  tip  fires  during  the  year  helped  to  reduce  the 
infestations  in  the  tips  but  this  method  cannot  be  regarded  as 
an  effective  means  of  control. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


I will  comment  briefly  on  other  aspects  of  o\ir  work  as 
follows; - 

Hop  Picking 

Only  three  camps  provide  accommodation.  These  are  at  Kenfield 
and  Swarling,  Petham  and  at  Mystole  Road,  Chartham.  Standards  were 
reasonable  and  only  required  the  minim-urn  of  supervision.  This  is 
a marked  contrast  from  ten  years  ago  when  this  work  had  to  receive 
top  priority  for  several  weeks  prior  to  and  during  the  season. 

Clean  Air  Act 


During  the  year  the  new  oil  fired  plant  at  Chartham  Paper  Mills 
came  into  operation  with  the  result  that  the  emission  of  smoke  has 
been  reduced  to  a minimum.  The  noise  of  the  new  plant  has,  however, 
brought  complaints  from  nearby  residents. 

Factories  and  V/orkplaces 

Routine  visits  are  made  from  time  to  time.  With  so  many 
factories  using  power  of  some  description  there  is  little  left  to 
do  apart  from  the  supervision  of  sanitary  accommodation.  Only  two 
factories  are  large  enough  to  have  their  own  canteens  which  are 
checked  under  our  Pood  and  Drug  duties. 

Shops  Act 

There  have  been  no  complaints  in  connection  with  Sunday  Trading 
or  Half  Day  Closing.  No  after  hours  visits  are  made  in  this 
connection.  One  can  assume  that  a new  Shops  and  Office  Act  will 
become  la?;  in  the  near  future  and  so  clear  up  the  anomalies  of 
the  present  Act  or  produce  morel 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Disinfection 

V/here  required  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  certain  enquiries 
are  made  and  advice  given  in  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  food 
poisoning.  One  or  tv70  smallpox  contacts  entered  the  area  and  were 
vetted  by  Dr.  Harvey.  In  one  case  a resident  received  some  clothing 
from  an  infected  place  - this  was  duly  disinfected. 

Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  and  Welfare)  Provisions  Act 

Very  little  progress  was  made  with  the  examination  of  sanitary 
accommodation  on  farms  and  at  working  centres  away  from  the  farm. 
Complaints  in  connection  with  -two  farms  were  received.  In  both 
cases  some  improvements  were  obtained.
